There are some points of funda-| 
mental importance ‘on which all 
buyers are agreed. Nobody will buy 
wheats for flour making which are 
rusty or tainted, or wheats which 
have been heated to any material 
extent. For their own good, pro- 
ducers and sellers generally should 
do nothing to weaken the confidence 
of buyers in the genuineness of the 
article offered. Any temporary gain 
is but a boomerang, The same thing 
may be said of any slack interpre- 
tation of grading rules, for in com- 
petitive markets the ultimate buyer 
has to reckon not on the best he 
may obtain,, or even on the average, 
but on the worst he may have to 
accept on the contract he enters 
into. Nor will a buyer pay willingly 
a full time’s price for wheat, even 
graded wheat, which in the country 
of origin has been liable. to sorting 
so that the best lots have been ab- 
Stracted from the straight run for 
the benefit of home consumers or 
millers. There can be no weaken- 
ing on such points because prices 
are low, as the position remains the 
same whether prices are high or 
low. —Sir Albert Humphries, L.L.D.

Drouth and Grasshoppers 
Damage Argentine Wheat 

Damage to the Argentine wheat 
crop due to lack of rain was report- 
ed in recent cables from the’Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome. The crop condition was re- 
garded as mediocre, with immediate 
rainfall needed. Thegsituation ap- 
parently has deteriorated since early 
August, when the need of rain was 
reported in the -wheat and linseed 
areas, but stated that conditions 
were not considered serious, Grags- 
hoppers continue to menace the 
grain crops. The payment of a 
bounty for grasshoppers as a control 
measure has made some progress, 
about six million pounds having 
been destroyed up to the end of 
July. It is important to kill as 
many as possible before the warm 
weather sets in, for they will move 
northward then and return later 
when crops are in a condition sus- 
ceptible to severe damage. Drouth 
also is reported as causing serious 
damage to flax, oats, barley, and 
rye.

U.S.A. Calls for 9,000,000 
Wheat Acreage Slash 

United States Department of Agri- 
culture are undertaking a campaign 
to cut wheat acreage by 9,600,000 
acres in plantings and a reduction 
of 124,000,000 bushels next year 
from the average production of re- 
cent years, Last year U. 8S. farmers 
produced 726 million bushels of 
wheat and received $177,000,000 for 
the crop. This year it is anticipated 
that for a 600 million bushel crop 
they will receive $325,000,000, or 
nearly double the price for less 
wheat, ecretary of Agriculture 
states that if all U. 8. A. farmers 
join the reduced acreage plan they 
stand to realize $450,000,000 on their 
crop next year.

The flesh is a 
very attractive green, rich in muski- 
ness and with an exceptionally fine 
flavor. As an early maturing green 
fleshed variety it is unsurpassed, 

The value of early maturing to- 
matoes in certain sections is wel) 
known to those who hase experienc- 
ed a desire to grow the crop in their 
own garden and have the thrill of 
picking nice ripe fruit fresh from 
the plants. This is possible even in 
the short season sections if such 
varieties as Abel and Alacrity are 
grown. Tomatoes fully ripened can 
be had in from 96 to 109 days from 
seed sowing, according to the per- 
formance of these plants at the 
Central Experimental Farm, where 
these varieties originated. According 
to a report received from the North 
Dakota  Algricultural Experiment 
Station, Abel tomato led all other 
early maturing varieties for earli- 
ness and yield in 1932. 

Where a rhubarb pie is relished 
or a sauce of that plant is looked 
upon with favor, Ruby rhubarb will 
be found to give the reddest product 
and require the least amount of 
sugar of all varieties obtainable.

OBITUARY 


Havelock Henry Spicer, postmaster 
at Duchess for many years, died 
early Friday morning, Sept. 1, at the 
Bassano Hospital. Deceased was 
born June9, 1858, at Advocate, Nova 
Scotia. In 1888 he went to Van- 
couver and became prominent in 
the lumber business, owning a large 
shingle mill, and was the first man 
to ship a trainload of shingles to 
the east. Later he moved to Oyen, 
Alta., and in 1920 came to Duchess 
as manager of the Crown Lumber 
Co. In 1923 he became postmaster 
at Duchess, 

The late Mr. Spicer is survived by 
three daughters, Mrs. Roy Blake, of 
Nanton; Charlotte Bileen, Duchess, 
and Alice Maud, of Cardston; also a 
son, Horace, of Vancouver, and a 
host of friends in many parts of 
Canada.
